Summary of the Crime Reed abducted Stacey during the early morning 
of April 23, 1996. Stacey was on her way to 

Location: Bastrop, Texas work for her early morning shift in the produce 
department at H.E.B. grocery store in Bastrop, 

County: Bastrop Texas and driving 30 miles between the 
apartment she shared with Jimmy Fennell in 
Giddings, Texas in Fennell’s red pick-up truck. 
Based on a statement from a newspaper delivery 
person, we know that Stacey’s body was placed 
off the side of a road in rural Bastrop County at 
some time after 4:00 a.m. The truck was left in a 
parking lot behind Bastrop High School and was 
noted by a police officer at around 5:23 a.m. 
Stacey’s body was found at 3:00 in the 
afternoon. 


Reed wasn’t immediately looked at as a suspect, 
in spite of his history and prior rape allegations 
against him, including a 1995 rape on the 
railroad tracks near the high school parking lot. 
It wasn’t until he attempted to abduct another 
19-year old woman in the same area that led 
police to compare Reed’s DNA to the DNA from 
Stacey’s murder. In an interview on April 4, 
1997, Reed denied knowing Stacey. 


At his trial, he claimed a relationship with 
Stacey, but presented two witnesses who were 
not found to be credible by the jury. He was 
convicted and sentenced to death.

Jimmy DA refused to prosecute Fennell for crimes he committed.

Rocky Wardlow committed perjury when he testified that 
Salmela he took gunpowder residue test from Ed Salmela. 


False: There is no mention of the name Salmela or 
gunpowder in the transcripts of Rocky Wardlow’s 
testimony at Reed’s trial on 05/05/98, 05/11/98 or 
05/12/98. Those terms also don’t appear in his subsequent 
punishment phase or hearing testimony. In other 
interviews, Fisher has criticized Wardlow for not carrying 
gunpowder residue wipes and not obtaining them to take 
gunpowder residue testing, so he’s obviously changing his 
story. 


AEDPA Passed in April, 1996 and required individuals who made 
terroristic threats to surrender all of their weapons. 
False: While AEDPA addresses domestic violence, it does 
not mandate surrender of weapons by the accused. Again, 
Fisher bases his allegation that Salmela surrendered his 
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weapons on the day of his death on hearsay from various 
parties. In fact, his entire recitation of “fact” is hearsay 
from others, not based on reports or sworn testimony in 
any proceeding.

False: This is likely based on speculation by Fisher, who 
has a tendency to read things into reports and transcript 
are not there. Again, his allegations are based on hearsay, 
allegedly from Chris Walker, who’s allegedly named in the 
reports.

False: Fisher claims to “know the law,” but fairly 
consistently demonstrates that he doesn’t. The majority of 
his claims regarding medical examiners, evidence 
processing, reports, etc. have never once been raised by 
Reed’s attorneys. His harping on the oaths of the judges is 
a prime example.

False: Ignores the fact that the DNA excludes Pat Barnett, 
the person Fisher and his witnesses accuse and don’t 
exclude Reed. Reed’s brother’s statements, as well as 
those of his girlfriend, are based on statements by others. 


Judges determine the issues they can raise, or they’ll be 
blackballed. All of Reed’s attorneys have worked for the 
State. Bryce Benjet sold Swearingen down the river and 
got him executed. The IP is trying to get Reed executed. 


False: Judge’s don’t determine trial strategy, or what 
evidence can or can’t be admitted at a criminal trial. That 
allegation has never been made by Reed’s counsel. 
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While Reed’s attorneys were paid by the state because he 
and his family are indigent, they have represented Reed’s 
interests, not those of the state. Lydia Clay-Jackson and 
Jimmy Brown continue to grant interviews in which they 
portray the alleged relationship between Reed and Stacey 
as an established fact and complain that they were 
prevented from proving it by forces outside their control. 


Bryce Benjet was brought into Swearingen’s case to try to 
delay his execution with DNA testing. The confession of 
Anthony Shore engineered by Swearingen accomplished 
that goal, but the results of the DNA testing were 
inconclusive and did not exonerate Swearingen. Benjet 
argued that more testing was necessary, but failed to 
prove that Swearingen’s case met all of the factors 
required in Texas DNA testing statutes. 


If the IP was trying to get Reed executed, they would not 
have filed the last minute writ in November, 2019, which 
got Reed the 2021 hearings, nor would they file an 11% 
writ while the final say of the TCCA on the 10 writ was 
still pending. They also wouldn’t be appealing the denial 
of the federal DNA testing claim to the U.S. Supreme 
Court.

Carol’s Fisher alleges that Carol’s formal statement and the 

Notes handwritten notes she created are somehow evidence of 
perjury on her part in her statement and at trial. He also 
claims she created the notes as a “CYA” move.

Fisher’s Claims that his “work” in the Texas medical examiner 

Work system will affect every criminal case in Texas. He has 
claimed that Langley is going to be arrested for 
manslaughter of Larry Swearingen.

False: There are very limited circumstances in which 
Fisher’s work could impact criminal cases in Texas, 
especially those that have concluded direct appeal and 
state and federal post-conviction processes. In Reed’s 
case, any challenge to Bayardo based on Fisher’s work 
would be deemed untimely, especially since Fisher is on 
record saying repeatedly that he began providing this 
information to Bryce Benjet as early as 2001 or 2002. 


His prediction about Langley’s imminent arrest were made 
shortly after Swearingen’s execution in August, 2019. The 
prediction about Benjet was made around 2018. Neither 
have come to pass and, in fact, Benjet has gone on to head 
the Conviction Integrity Unit at the Queens DA’s office In 
New York.

False: The stay in 2015 was based on the allegations of 
the 2014 writ and the fact that the TCCA needed more 
time to consider whether those allegations met the 
requirements for further development. Those allegations 
were ultimately dismissed, but a subsequent writ filed 
after Curtis Davis’ interview with CNN resulted ina 
remand for the 2017 hearings, although relief was 
ultimately denied by the TCCA based on Judge Shaver’s 
2018 recommendation. In fact, Fisher’s allegations 
against Shaver were never acted upon and he remained on 
the case until his retirement in 2019.

Chris Aldridge: another Reed cousin, who 
claimed that one of Reed’s attorneys sent 
him away after a conference with the 
Judge, even though Chris was present and 
willing to give alibi testimony on behalf of 
Reed at his trial. This claim has never 
been corroborated by Calvin Garvie, 
Reed’s only male attorney, or Lydia Clay- 
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Case Event Date Notes 
Jackson. Has also stated that he, Reed and 
Stacey used to drive around together with 
Reed and Stacey smoking crack. His 
statement is refuted by Stacey’s pre- 
employment drug testing, her post-mortem 
toxicology testing and subsequent hair 
testing done by the state prior to Reed’s 
trial. Finally, Aldridge claims that he and 
Reed were accosted and Reed was 
threatened by Fennell on a night prior to 
Stacey’s murder. This allegations does not 
appear to have ever been made by Reed to 
his trial attorneys, who have never been 
asked about this information; 
Tanya Aldridge: another Reed cousin, who 
was never called to testify in pre-trial, trial 
or post-conviction hearings; 
Elizabeth Keehner: gave an exculpatory 
statement to investigators which was 
passed onto Reed’s trial counsel. She 
claimed to have seen Reed and Stacey 
holding hands at HEB. She was not called 
at trial, nor has she ever been called in 
post-conviction proceedings; 
Iris Lindley: testified at trial to having 
seen Stephanie in a full sized truck come 
to Reed’s mother’s house looking for Reed. 
She got Stacey’s name wrong and Stacey 
didn’t drive a full sized truck, or have 
access to one. Lindley also claims to have 
seen Pat Barnett after he raped Vivian on 
10/18/1995; 
Julia Estes: bar owner who testified to 
having seen Reed and Stacey talking in 
HEB. Advocates claim she was threatened 
and changed her testimony. She was 
arrested for DUI on 05/14/1998; 
James Robinson: claimed in an affidavit 
offered in one of Reed’s early post- 
conviction claims to have gone to school 
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with Stacey, which was proven untrue. He 
also claimed to have seen Reed and Stacey 
together, holding hands and calling each 
other baby. Was incarcerated with Reed at 
one time, which damaged his credibility; 
Meller Marie Aldridge: a Reed aunt, who 
claimed to have known about the 
relationship between Reed and Stacey in 
an affidavit given in one of Reed’s early 
post-conviction claims. She told state 
investigators that she knew Stacey and 
offered details that included Stacey 
working in the customer service 
department at HEB and was best friends 
with a Hispanic girl, Rose, who lived in the 
Bastrop projects. The fact that Stacey had 
never been approved or trained for 
customer service and HEB did not employ 
anyone named Rose, damaged her 
credibility; 
Calvin “Buddy” Horton: a cousin of 
Stacey’s who offered an affidavit to Reed’s 
counsel in 2014 claiming to have seen 
Reed and Stacey at the Bastrop Dairy 
Queen in October or November, 1995, 
getting into a green car. He claimed to 
have called to Stacey, who looked 
embarrassed and didn’t acknowledge him. 
He did not come forward in 1996 when 
Stacey was murdered, even though for 
nearly a year, Fennell was the prime 
suspect and there was DNA evidence that 
police were suspected belonged to a secret 
boyfriend, giving Fennell motive to murder 
Stacey. He also did not offer any 
explanation in his affidavit as to why he 
didn’t report the information to 
investigators during the original 
investigation. There is bad, bad blood 
between Carol Stites and Horton’s father, 
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who is her half-brother; 
Leroy Ybarra: co-worker of Stacey’s who 
offered an affidavit to Reeds’s counsel in 
2014 claiming that Stacey was always 
happy to see Reed when he came to the 
store and that she would hide from Fennell 
came to the store. Did not offer any 
explanation for his failure to report his 
information in 1996; 
Alicia Slater: co-worker who claimed that 
Stacey told her at lunch one day that “she 
was sleeping with a black guy named 
Rodney.” Also claims Stacey wasn’t 
excited about getting married because of 
her affair with this black guy and that she 
was afraid of her fiancée. Claimed that 
she didn’t come forward because she knew 
the fiancée was a cop, although she denied 
knowing the fiancée. Her demeanor in 
various interviews makes her credibility 
suspect, at best; and 
Joie Montfort: a relative of Reed’s by 
marriage, who offers purportedly 
exculpatory information about the rape of 
her best friend, Angela H., in 1989. Relies 
heavily on statements allegedly made to 
her by Angela and speculation about 
Reed’s whereabouts on the date. She 
ignores the testimony during the 
punishment phase of the trial that 
confirmed exclusion of Slaughter as the 
rapist via serology testing in 1989 and 
further DNA testing in 1997/1998. She 
also offers false reasoning as to why she 
wasn’t called to testify at Reed’s trial, i.e. 
claiming that Lisa Tanner somehow 
prevented her from testifying. This would 
be plausible at the guilt/innocence phase, 
but not at the punishment phase. Also 
offers corroboration of the racism claims 
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used to justify Reed’s allegedly wrongful 
conviction. 


Witnesses Rose Raxton: witness whose name 

(not on the appears in propaganda videos on YouTube, 

record) whose connection to the case and 
knowledge are never expanded upon; 
Alisa Allen: another witness whose name 
appears in propaganda videos on YouTube, 
whose connection to the case and 
knowledge are never expanded upon; 
Anonymous #1: another witness whose 
name appears in propaganda videos on 
YouTube, whose identity and knowledge 
are never expanded upon; 
Barbara Felix: a Reed cousin, who claims 
that she saw Fennell, Salmela, Wardlow, 
Board and Curtis Davis around Fennell’s 
truck at the high school, drinking the beer 
the night of 04/22/1996. Has appeared in 
propaganda videos on YouTube, but never 
called by trial counsel, or post-conviction 
counsel, nor has she ever offered a formal 
affidavit/declaration in support of Reed; 
Fisher witnesses: numerous individuals, 
some relatives of Reed, who offer various 
statements supporting Fisher’s allegations 
of cover-ups, misconduct on the part of 
police and prosecutors. 


Things the Fennell Strained relationship with Stacey: while 

Jury Didn’t Reed’s witnesses offer a bleak picture of 

Hear the relationship between Fennell and 
Stacey, people close to her offer the polar 
opposite. The credibility of the strained 
relationship witnesses is also diminished 
by the fact that few, if any, of them offered 
this information during the murder 
investigation when Fennell was the prime 
suspect, or even after Reed’s arrest; 
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Excessive force allegations: while these 
paint an unflattering picture of Fennell and 
often imply racism, they are not relevant to 
his relationship with Stacey, due to the 
lack of corroboration of claims of an inter- 
racial relationship with Reed; 
Failed polygraphs: Fennell’s internal 
feeling of guilt due to his failure to drive 
Stacey to work on 04/23/1996 could have 
contributed to skewing of the polygraph 
results. This information is irrelevant 
absent some information that corroborates 
the allegations against Fennell, such as 
clear identification of his alleged 
accomplice and aclear and convincing 
scenario for Stacey’s murder by someone 
other than Reed; 
Clipped fingernails: the allegation that 
Stacey’s fingernails are not consistent with 
those of a nail biter, or that they were 
clipped by her killer, who was a cop, are 
pure speculation. They are not supported 
by any medical or forensic testimony or 
reports that say the nails were, in fact, 
clipped by her killer; 
Closed bank account: while Reed’s 
advocates imply a nefarious purpose 
behind this, the fact remains that it was 
actually a reasonable action, given that 
Fennell’s checkbook was missing. 
Additionally, the funds received were not 
sufficient for Fennell to flee the 
jurisdiction and, in fact, he didn’t flee. 
Finally, while Stacey’s checks were being 
deposited into the account, her name was 
not yet on it, making the funds 100% 
Fennell’s; 
Beer cans: this is based on the false 
narrative that the DNA from the beer cans 
was in any way conclusive and that the 
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existence of any DNA was hidden from 
Reed; 
Martha Barnett: witness who came 
forward during one of Reed’s post- 
conviction claims, saying she saw Fennell 
and Stacey in the parking lot of a store in 
Page, Texas during the early morning of 
04/23/1996. Her timing was off in her 
original affidavit, so that was revised for 
her trial testimony. The timing was still 
off, given that she claimed to have seen the 
truck at a time that would’ve made it’s 
discovery at 5:23 a.m. in Bastrop 
implausible. She further claimed to have 
seen a picture of Fennell in the papers 
when no such picture had appeared, 
claimed to have disclosed this information 
to an attorney prior to Reed’s trial and 
failed to disclose that Fennell arrested her 
twice, once for theft and once for DUI; 
Stephen Keng: a Lee County attorney who 
claimed to have told Charles Pennick that 
he had important information about the 
Reed case prior to Reed’s trial and that 
Pennick “blew him off.” Keng testified that 
he didn’t provide the specific information 
to Pennick, nor did he follow-up and 
provide the information to Reed’s 
attorneys. There was also a dispute as to 
whether the information Keng’s 
conversation with Pennick occurred during 
or after Reed’s trial, based on Barnett’s 
testimony regarding the time of her 
disclosure of her information to Keng. 
Keng may have had an interest in civil 
lawsuits against Giddings PD and/or 
Fennell in connection with police brutality 
allegations in state court; 
Mary Blackwell: a law enforcement officer 
who attended training with Fennell. Did 
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not like Fennell and was obviously biased. 
Claimed he told her he would strangle his 
girlfriend with a belt if he caught her 
cheating. Attended Stacey’s funeral, but 
claimed not to have known any details 
about her cause of death in 1996. Testified 
that she disclosed the statement toa 
classmate, who did not corroborate her 
claim. Also testified that she disclosed the 
statement to a Reed investigator after 
Reed’s trial; 
John Vasquez: former investigator for 
Reed. Claimed that he spoke to Mary 
Blackwell after Reed’s trial and 
sentencing. Stated that he provided the 
information to a DA, although he could not 
remember whether it was Forest 
Sanderson or Charles Pennick. Claimed to 
have written a memorandum to the DA 
that he couldn’t produce. Testified that he 
did not provide the information to Reed’s 
trial attorneys, or post-conviction counsel; 
Pamela Duncan: former girlfriend of 
Fennell who dated him in the year after 
Stacey was murdered, including at the 
time of Reed’s arrest for Stacey’s murder. 
Claimed that Fennell was jealous, 
controlling and racist. This information 
was not found to be relevant in Reed’s 
post-conviction claims due to the fact that 
Fennell’s relationship with Duncan does 
not exonerate Reed based on the 
overwhelming evidence of his guilt, 
including the DNA evidence; 
Richard Scroggins: former FedEx 
employee who came forward in 2005, 
claiming to have witnessed Fennell red- 
faced and screaming expletives and insults 
at Stacey in the HEB parking lot prior to 
Stacey’s murder. He claimed to have 
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realized who he’d seen when Fennell’s 
picture appeared in the paper in 2005, a 
fact that was refuted by the absence of 
Fennell’s picture in the papers. He didn’t 
otherwise offer any credible reason to not 
come forward when Stacey’s picture was 
all over the papers in 1996/1997/1998. 
Was not called to testify until 2021, when 
he appeared at Reed’s 4" post-conviction 
hearing; 
Shane Wallace: law enforcement officer 
who claimed to have witnessed Fennell in 
an altercation with a woman on the side of 
the road in or around 2007. This incident 
could not have been disclosed to the jury in 
1998 because it was 9 years in the future; 
Rape conviction: because Fennell’s crime 
against Connie L. occurred in 2007 and he 
entered his plea in 2008, this could not 
have been disclosed to a jury at a 1998 
trial; 
Other allegations about inappropriate 
conduct with women: the additional 
allegations are for uncharged crimes for 
which Fennell has never been tried or 
convicted. That should make them off 
limits, but Fennell’s position as a law 
enforcement officer and/or his conviction 
in 2008 somehow bootstrap them to 
proven claims, rather than unproven 
allegations; 
Curtis Davis: a law enforcement officer 
and friend of Fennell who made a 
statement to a “documentary” crew that 
was twisted by Reed’s counsel to claim 
Davis’ statement contradicted Fennell’s 
trial testimony. Davis’ testimony in 2017 
clearly showed that the times he offered in 
that statement were not based on 
statement Fennell made, but assumptions 
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made by Davis based on his experiences 
with the little league program in Giddings; 
and 
Abuse of wife and her suspicion that he 
killed Stacey: once again Reed’s advocates 


argue that events that had not occurred in 
1998 should have somehow been divined 
and presented to the jury in 1998. They 
have yet to explain how that might have 
happened.
